comfort of our noble and good friends, and the 
honour of our Nation, with all prpfperiti¢ of for- 
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tune bring to pafle : Yet in as muchasI know the

hopefull to our friends, and moft dreadfull to our 
contraries) is infinitely {abie4&, and that fuch ran-- 
cour doth await and followvs, asthe great Legit» 
than of the Sea purfueth the Banzttos, 1 doubt nor 
But my prefent: Relation fhall-giue you ( whofe: 
vertue I feeke onely to fatisfie) that aflurance of 
good hope in our atremptings, as fhall arme you. 
againft whatfoeuer flander orimpurat‘on thall be 
able (in mifty thicke fogs of difdaine) to throw be- 
fore you. | wee 
And albeit to the tidgement of euery vertuous 
good nan, there needeth no-other Apologie for 
the hope of our fuccefle,then the wifdome,experi- 
ence,and vndefatigable labors,in the like defignes; 
of our Generall, who now fetting all-Chriften- 
domes; nay, almoft the:whole world at gaze vpon 
him, tf heefhould aot to fuch beholders giueare- 
nowned fatisfaction,, it were againft all rules of 
worth and policie to imagine. Yet aboue all, this 
mec thinkes fhould fatisfie euery reafonable foule, 
and make Enuy feede onely vpon his owne-Ser- 
pent, when nor alone the entyre wifdome of our 
Land, but the fuffrage and allowance of our So- 
~ueraigne (whois the very {oule of that pibsloms) 
ot 
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~ Newes of S*. Walter Ratleig?. is 
doth both gine way to ouraéction, whole goodnes 


what man would befo ingratefull to abufe,or what 


folly could be fo ftrong in any fencible foule, asto 
feeke to'goe inuifible before God. . 

But Sir, thefe arguments are needlefle acainft a 
flander of fuch weaknefle nor will I trouble your _ 
eares with a confuration of them, who ftand al- 
ready confounded in all good mens opinions: 
fuffice it, that bitherro our fuccefle is anfwerable 
to ourhopes, and our hope as ftrong.as any that 
hath paffed from our Kingdome fince the firft dif- 
couery, and no doubt but the end will bring forth 

gs worthy,if nota much better iffue: In as much as 
wee haue had both the cleare lights of all orhes 
mens experience, and the approued knowledge 
ofa great partofour defigne in our Generals no- 
ble and perfonalltryall. 

Befides, wee know that the tops of hye Scales, 
Mountaines, or Pyramides are not to be attained 
vnto by leaping or iumping at, but by flow de- 
grees, and by fecure and fafe fteps, euen lento pede, 
as the Parrat climbes with both beake and feete : 
For ifwee looke into the courfes of allthe moft ex- 
cellent men of our-Nation which have made it as 


famous for fea-aétions as any Nation in the world, 


we fhall finde, how even by little and little, as Ha 
nibal with Vinegar wafted the Alpes, and made a 
paffage (where neuer any before was difcerned)for 
‘pot himfelfe alone, but a whole Army to paffe 


ouer: So our famous and excellent Attempters. 


haue by degrees, man after man, adding ftep vnte

wep, made fuch a way ouer the whole world, that 
except the very heart of all, (which as in the Ana- 
tomy of mans body, it isnot to be found out, or 
toucht, tilla man haue paft through firft both all 
the exteriour and inreriour members, and fo like- ;

her moft excellent workes from euery ordinary af- 
fault and inuafion) fo there is at this day not left 
any Climate vnfearcht or vndifcouered, but one- 
ly this, which as for its fite and place, being the 
middle ofthe world, and alfo for the excellency 
of ir, may well be filed The heart.of the world, as | 
che moft principall and renowned part of it. At ' 
which if it be our fortunes to arriue,the wotke will 
be worthy the Doer , and a fayre Lewell for his 
Crowne, who is the Royall Author and Comfor- 
ter of fo great an Attempt, by fo many Kings and 
Princes attempted, and yet vnachiued. 

And that wee may walke vp this Scale, with as

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Stns Newes of S'. alter Rauleigh. ies I 
beene wealth and no other) but the Gentleman 
hauing a more worthy ayme, (though then in the 
winter and laft quarter of his age) from thence dif-

‘Gete(t both for Traffique and other more material | 
Djfcoucries. This (not able to furnifh himfelfe) | 
hee imparted to his moft worthy Sonne Sir Joba Sit tobn Han. 
Hawkins and making him rich with bis knowledge, *” sane 
{o atmd him for the Enterprife, that in the yeare 
1562. hee madea Voyage thither, with three {mall 
Ships, and-but 100. men, and made Difcouery of 
the Lland of Hi/paniola, De Plata, «Monte Chrifti, 
and the Llands of Ca/cos, where by way of traffique 
hee made fuch merchandife that hee not onely la- 
ded all his owne fhips, but diuers other Hulkes 
which he there hyred, and fo returned home with 
more wealth and honour then ever any had done 
before his time. 
Yet fince he had gone not a {teppe higher then | 
his father had done before him, and made the sh 
{eale no larger. nor eafier for others that fhould . 
purfuc him; out of he excellency of his difpofi- 
tion andloueto his Country, inthe yeare 15 64. 
hee betooke himfelfe to the Sea againe, and with S*Iohnsfe. 
4 Fleet of foure Shipsand 70. men, went againe cond Veyagte. 
to the Welt ivdies, and in his way did difcouer 
the Land Sambuls, and other partes of Affricke: 
thence to the lland called Sands Dominica, {o to

andfo to the fandy Hands: and laftly,by Florida, 
where he fhowed that excellency of good nature

men, thatthe remembrance will line,whilft there 
lines any record of gooodues, or any thankfulnes 
in France : andthus he returned home the fecond 
time laden with as much wealth and honor, as 
euer any had done before him, and to this braue 
Heroicall Scale of Difeouery, had now added di- 
ers noble and fpacious Stayres, which albeit 
“might very well haue dererd him from any more 
trouble and vexation,both confidering the goods 
‘and goedneshe had gottea, and the honorable 
places, with the fauour of bis deareft Soue- 
‘raigne, | , | 
Yetallchis notyalued with thedebt hee owed 

his Country,he went againe the third timetoSea - 
with a Fleet of Sixe faire Ships, and traded in all 
uch places ashe had traded in before: and more-. 
ouer difcouered Carthagena, and diuers other 
Hands aboutit, after went to S. Johz Vilua, and 
other pars bordering vpon Adexico, where hee 
madehimfelfe Maifter of twelue Ships, in value, 
worth two hundred thoufand pounds, and feazed 
the Wand: But out ofhis noble nature ( confide- 
ting the amity at that time betwixt Spaine and 
England) reftored all againe: which, had his 
ends tended as much to lucre, as his enemies did 
to perfidie and trechery, he might not onely haue 
: broughe

brought home that, but fixe millions of treafure 
more, all which was at his Commandement: 
thence he fearched the whole Bay of Mexico, and 
thence went to Povte Fedra, and {fo returned 
home. 
In this Difcousry hee got great perfection of 
knowledge crouching the wonderf:l} wealth and 
riches of thofe Southerne parts ,andthongh hee 
haddone more then any Englifnman before h’s 

time, yet hefawthere was a {uperexcellence te- 
‘mainmg asit were hidden, and poflible to bee 

found outs at which with all his endeauours: hee 

aymed moft carneftly,onely he found that a grea- 

ter ftrength &.a greater induftry, thé either he was 

yet maifter ofer had occafionto vie, mutt beim- 

ployed inthe fame, and therefore the fourth tims. rousth 
he returned vnto the Sea with 27. tall Ships, and Yoyiees ile 
2500. men: Burit plealed God the defigne thould 

be preferued either for fome other man, or fome 

other time, fo that Sir Joba Hantzns, falling ficke 

dyed at'S. John de Puertorics, and by that meanes 

the great end of the iourncy fayled , yetdidhee 

leaue behind him fuch good examples for imita- 

tion, and fo faire afcale for others to afcend by s. 

tharmany. became his Schollers, and howfoeuer 
their renownes wanne to themfelues particular 
names of particular eminence, yet they arriued 
not beyond himor got a skill that was to him va--. 
acquainted. 

Onely that moft famous and worthy Knight sir Francs! 

Six. Francis Drake,wno had(as it is reporied)taken 2% tranell, 
yi from.

from him the moft and greateft part of his bree 
ding, being (as fone men fay) for a long time his 
ordinary houfhold Seruant,and one that bad at- 
tended him in the luccefle of fome of his voyages, 
feeing and aquainting himfelfe with the ha 
rules of fuch ahappy maifter, betooke himfelfe to 
the Sea in the yeare of our Lord 1572. and difco- 
uered moft of the hithermoft parts of the {mall 
Hands of America, and returned home with more 
knowledge then fubftance. and yet with more fub- 
ftancethen might defray the charge of three times. 
fucha voyage, by the ficength of which fucceflehe 9 
Sir Zrancis fe. made him felfe fit for the Seathe fecondtime, in

cand Voyage. theyeare 1577. inwhich Voyage hee made him- 
felfe more familiar withall the richeft parts of the

poore & of no reckoning:and therefore to achiue 
_ this Atagifleré or true Philofophers ftone,being in- 
deed the mother ofall mynes and perfec treaiure, 
heagaine berooke himfelfe to the Sea in the yeare 
of our Lord 1595. with avery goodly Nauy, and 
many moftnoble and worthy perfonages,admira- 
bly well experienced both in Land and Sea ferui- 
ces: buric was northe pleafure of the ever-living | 
God, that by him the worke fhould be finifhed, 
_and therefore in this voyage he fickned,andinthe 
Welt-Jadies dyed, fo that the end of the lourney 
being by a two-fold way defeated,as by his death, 
and the taking of a certaine furgeon which belon- 
ged toa Ship called the Salomon, as alfo by the 
taking of another Ship calledthe Fravces, and by | 
them the whole Voyage difcouered to the ene. 
my, the reft of the Fleet was inforced to returne ; 
home altogether vnfatisfied.

of the cafief and moft fafe wayes intothe Eaftim 
dses, a place efteemed for. riches equall with the 
former: but in merchandife by much far beyond 
it, andin this Difcouery Sir Haugh Willoughby was 
exceeding well deferuing , who made diuers faire. 
fleps to the Scale, and though he perifhed and di- 
ed inthe action, yet hee leit fuch excellent hopes 
behind him that many became purfuers of his 
proiet, among{t whom none is more remark. 
able and exquifite then that famous worthy Gen- 
tleman, Sir Martin Forbifber Knight, who by ma- 
ny experiences and intelligences of the ftate, con- 
dition, Climate, and height,of Chwa :knew that if 
away might by any induftry bee found out from: 
the Norzh.weltto lead vntothe fame, that then ie 
muft needs be moft fhort,moft eafie, & moft {afe, 
and that doubtleffe the wealth which would arife 
by rich Merchandife from thence, would- exceed 
the whole trade of the world befide, nay that the 
mines, which was hopefull there to bee found, 
might goe neere to counteruayle the great hopes: 
which were built onthe South-weft,ifnot exceed 
it. And therevpon hauing all thofe experiences, 
which Sir Hagh Willoughby had left behind , toge- 
ther with his owneknowledg:,he betock himfelfe 
to the Sea in the yeare 1576.with two gocd Ships, _ 
and hauing paftthe faire Hand, and Swémborane in. 


Scotland, he came to Fow/ay in Friefland, thence 


to Labrador, fo tothe Hands Gabriels and Bour- 


sbers,where he faw and conferred with many peo- 
pleoftharlland, being a Sanage people, much 
| aes like . 
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NewesofS'.Walter Rauleigh, =i 
like vnto the Tartare, with broad faces, flac nofes, i 
and long blacke hayres below their fhoulders, 
their attire onely Seale skinnes, nor is there be- | 
tweene the men and women any difference, more 
then afew blew ftreakes downe their cheekes and 
about their eyes, thee hee faw onthe water, not 
on theland , imcertaine {mall Boates which were 
made of Seale skinnes, being tharpe at each end 
and broad in the bottome, with {mall wooden iy 
keeles made of bread {plinters, and in fhape or | 
proportion not much vnlike vnto the Spanith 
Shallops. With thefe people,whom he inticed to 
cometo him by all faire and gentle meanes , and 
by giuing thera certaine thrid poynts and other 
toyes, in which they infinitely delighted, hee had 
very much conference, both touching the nature 
of thofe Seas, and other occurrents meet for his 
Difcouery,by whom he vnderftood that the yeare 
time being then fpent, and the Icein thofe places 
infinitely increafing, it was at chat time impoffible 
to attempt further, without moft aflured loffe, 
which accordingly hee found by his owne experi- 
~ ence,and therefore returned homeward by Tr#m- 
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pets Hand, and other places which both for vittu- i 
all and fre(h water he found of great confequence : Jy 
for the furthering of this Difcouery hereafter. a 
Now hauing thus erected thefe few ftepsto this 5 
snuch witht for Scale,and finding great hope like- WS 
ly to enfuue vpon the atrempt, hee betooke him- y 


{elfe againe to the Sea,in the yeare of our Lord Sie Martintie: 
1577. and taking abetcer aduantage of the yeare cond Woraee 
C2 time 
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time,pafled all the former places,which before he 

had difcouered, and fromthence held his courfe . 
even vnato the maine of Cata/a, though with many - 
dangers and interruptions : fornot any man that 
fecketh wayes vnknowne, but mutt of neceffitie 
many times erre,neither can the iudgement be fa- 
tisficd by the firft fuperficiall fight of the eye, but: 
by amore ferious time to contemplate and medi- 
tate vpon the fame, difcourfe euen crowning all 
actions with perfection. And hence it'came that 
making a longer ftay vpon this Coaft,then before 
hee imagined any neceflity would haue. drawne 
him, the yeare time fo paffed on, that hee could. 
by no poffible meanes proceed further in the dif= 
couery,but was forced to approue what particular 
profits he couldtindein that placeto recompence 
his trauell finding by the Climar & ail other good 
likelihoods, thar of force there muft be fomthing 
of great valuation:whereupon,after fome curious 
fearch of many well experienced men in Mynerall 
bufines (which at that time attended vpon him) 
hee found at length certaine ftrange Mynes which 
ycelded a kinde of blacke fhining Ore,both mafly 
and wealthy. which they called the blacke ftone, | 
and by fuch {mall tryall as that place (withthe ac- 
commodation of their Shipping.) could. afford . 

them, they found it a very rich Gold-Ore, fo that 


‘not being able to ftay there to refine any. great 


quantitie thereof, as well for the neceflitie-ot the 

yeare time, as the want of other moft neceflar 

prouifions, hee prefently laded all his Ships. with 
Wd cae that. 
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that Ore, being one tall Ship and two fmaller 
Barkes: and thentaking a maa, a woman, and a 


childe of char Country into his thip aifo, hee re- 


turned with them: home into: England, to the 
much contentment of the Queenes Maieftic his: 
Soueraigne,and all other aduenturers which had 
then fhared in his fortunes: and ftill he found an 
increafe of his hopes,and made his way larger and 


ito the 
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St Martines 


Sea in the yeare of our Lord 1588. But it pleafed recy erratt 


God that he could not perfect his intent,onely re- 
turned home with much wealth,and a great deale 
of knowledge, which hath fince beene pnrfued by 
diuers worthy Aduenturers, and though not per- 
fired inthat exquifire height and perfection which 
the greatnes of their mindes and withes ay med at, 
yet ftillit gaue that luftre and {trong hope of fuc- 
‘ceffe in the aGtion, thar avery noble and worthy 
Gentleman, Mr. Thomas Canendr(h, led as well by 
their former at’empts and experiences, as alfo by 
his owne knowledge drawne from certaine ap- 
proued affurances and incelligences,touching the 
wonderfull, and almoft vnexpreffible wealth of 
China, with great iudgement and aduice of many 
moft excellent Seamen,ingaged himfeife into this 
worthy difcouery,and finding many hard difficul- 
ties'in the North-weft paflage,by good aduice re- 
folued to try the contrary, which is the South- 
weit,knowing that of neceffirie thofe lines miuftin

the end meet in one period: And therefore with 
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all good accommodationshe betooke him{elfe to 
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the Sea in the yeare of our Lord 1586. and paffing =~ 
the Grand Canaries, came to Cape Verde,and thnece 
to the Tropicke Line, difcouering all the hither- 
moft parts of the Eaft Indies; and from thence at- 
tained the very maine and body of Caza, where he 
fraught bis Ships with that wealth (as Cloth of - 
Gold, Tyffue, Veluets, Sattens, Damaskes, and a 
world of other commodities ofnoleffe value) that 
it is thought, excepting Drake, not any Englith.. 
man euer returned with the like wealth, infomuch 
that it fet a world of noble hearts on fire, to enter 
into thelike a@ion. nie : 
But hee hauing compaffed an end of his profic, 
(but not of his experience) refufed to returne back 
againe by one andthe fame way, but keeping his 
courfe forward, went round about the whole Cir- 
cumference of the earth; and inthe end came in- 
to England without any abatement of the great 
fubftance hee had formerly attained,to the infinite 
il ioy of all his friends, the great honour of the King- 
i dome, and the much admiration of all forraine 
i Nations. Bioass. 
But did this Experience giue him a full fatisfa- 
Gion, er fhew that end to his defignes, that hee 
might with his honour or reputation fay with Her- 
sules, Ne plus vitra? No {urely, but after a cleane. 
contrary manner, opened vnto him {uch a fayre 
way to greater glory and renowne, that he accoun- 
‘ed this neyther worthy of his boaft, nor fic in any 
imall degree to contayne the leaft part of his aéti- 
ons: being in comparifon of thofe things hs | 
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hee heard there related, (and indeede not farre re- 

moued from that Continent) but poore, bafe and 

beggarly. | 

The glory of which famous action fo inticed M Caxend fhhis 

him,thatthe fecond time he went to the Sea,in the cond Vorage 
yeare of our Lord 1591.fo accommodated with all ; 

neceflary prouifions, both of men, munition, and | ih 

viduals, that not any Gentleman euer went forth | 

(in his owne particular ) better or more brauely 

prouided. Burit pleafed God (whois the ftrength F 

and guide of thefe actions) not to marke him out 

for this great worke: for inthis Voyage hee fick- | 
- nedand dyed, whofe greateft direétions living in- 

clofed inhis owne breft, the Voyage queld, and 

his fhipsreturned home againe for England, but: 
~ the infinite profic which hath fprung from his ex- 

ample may be beheld in our Eaft Indian Trade, 

the like whereaf Ithinke no Nation in the world 

can boaft, being of all other the wealthieft, che 

frvitfulleft, and the mofk certaine, affording vs not 

onely a nurcery of Merchants and Sea-men, but 

fach an inwincible ftrength of Shipping, and other 

warlike acouftrements, that any Nation vader the 

Sunne may tremble to offend vs. | 

To thefe Difcoueries I could adde the Difcouery S* Richard 

of Virginia, by the ener memorable and valiant ee 
Knight Sir Richard Grinuile, and the Plantation Virginia, 
there : which doubrleffe promifeh and already re- 
Goreth much benefit to our Kingdome, hauing 
continued there almoft from the yeare 1585. tll 
thishower; and how cuen in that Difcouery hee | 
peSiris lal tha ett ean da Doth . . | 
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both heard and ynderftood of the incomparable 
and notto be equald wealth which yet lay hidden 
in the South parts of Tamerica. - 
Bur I feare I haue troubled your eares already 
too much with my tedious digreffion,which is noe 
altogether vaine and impertinent, fince by it you 
may fee how euen from the infancy of ourEngiifh — 
trauell, euery man hath had a noble ambition, 
and moft prebable affurances of good hope to at- 
taine a height of honor and wealth,which yet refts 
Sit Waltey Ran- ynatta ned: At which quettionleffe our Generall 
ieigh bends his ayme, being divers wayes wooed and 
induced thereunto, more then any Englifhman. 
whatfoener, both in refpect of bis former experi- 
ence (at this day not to be paralleld) his wifdome, 
learning, and conference, with the experience of 
places he hath formerly held,that it is impoffible 
any thing of nete fhould bee hidden from him:
